Twenty-six 
of the greatest three-year-old = thor- 
oughbreds in America are entered and 
not more than five of these may be 
withdrawn at the last moment. 

Every section of the country is rep- 
resented by a king of the turf that 
has a grand chance of winning the 
rich purse. If all 26 should start 
the winner will receive $56,450 an] 
gold plate valued at $5,000. 

Kentucky Backs Blue Larkspur. 

Kentucky, cradle of thoroughbred 
racing, is backing Blue Larkspur, 
Colonel FE. R. Bradley's home-bred 
colt, and it is Blue Larkspur that 
holds the post of public favor As 
Derby Day dawns. The colt has been 
considered the best in the race since 
the entries were announced in Jan‘? 
ary and no mishap has occurred in 
his training program to cast a cloud 

his chances. 

Ranging after him in popularity are 
Clyde Van Dusen, a New York owned 
gelding that Kentucky claims as tts 
own; Naishapur, the California flyer ; 
Windy City and Nar! Eitel, carrying 
the hopes of 30,000 Chicago racing 
fans: Voltear, an eastern owned gell- 
ing of great courage and stamina, an:l 
The Nut, another easterner, consid- 
ered a winning possibility.

On these sensitive animals and the 
others sent to the post are placed the 
hopes and dreams dearest to the tu-f- 
man’s heart. The list of Derby win- 
ners, one each year since 1875, 1s 
a roll of honor of the American turf 
and no prize.is more treasured than 
the floral horseshoe. that is hunz 
about the winner's neck. Months of 
training, thousands of dollars and 
hours of anxious care have been ex- 
pended to bring these delicate racing 
machines to the post in perfect con- 
dition. And every horse, every jockey 
will be fighting his heart out and 
daring every desperate riding chance 
to get down in front. 

Forecasts from the weather bureau 
bear the ‘threat of rain, but those 
who reveled in a rare Kentucky spring 
day Friday were not counting on a 
downpour spoiling the race.

Objectionable Features. 

One of the featyres considered ob- 
jectionable by some of the house con- 
ferees is a provision under which they 
hold the government would be so close- 
ly tied to stabilization corporations 
as to amount to government control 
of the agencies. In the house bill, the 
corporations would be set up at the 
instance of co-operative organizations 
and would be directed by them. 

The vote of the house to send the

Washington, May 17.—(/)—Forty- 
six years of international wrangling 
over the South American provinces 
of Tacna and Arica were ended for- 
mally today by President Hoover. 

He announced the agreement 
reached by direct negotiations between 
the governments of Peru and Chile 


to divide the territory—Chile to re- 
tain Arica and Peru to recetve Taena. 
The terms of the settlement will be 
incorporated in a treaty subject to 
ratification by both countries. 

Peru will thus receive vack the 
province lost to Chile in the war vf 
the Pacific. The governments agree 
to erect on the promontory of Arica 
—IKl Morro De Arica—a monument 
to the memory of those who fell ‘in 
the battle there. 

While land-bound Bolivit had con- 
stantly pressed her demands for a 
route to the sea through the disputed 
territory during all of the negoti- 
ations, that country was not men- 
tioned in the terms of the settlement. 
Bolivia, which was an ally of Peru 
in the war of the Pacific, was ,com- 
pletely cut off from the sea after the 
Chilean victory in that dispute. 

Immediately after today’s an- 
nouncement, the- Bolivian legation is- 
sued a statement. which said the en- 
tire question was “far from settled, 
and it will not be unless the land- 
lotked conditions in which Bolivia 
has endured national life since the 
war of 1879 is changed.” 

President Hoover, while visiting 
South America, last year, was advised 
of the diffitulties the two nations 
were having in, reacaing a. settlentent 
and agreed to lend all proper assist- 
ance in bringing about a final rap- 
prochement on the question, 

Under the terms of the agreement 
Chile will construct for Pérn a port 
on the Bay of Arica while retaining 
itself the present Port of Arica. Chile 
will pay Peru $6,000,000. - Specific 
means for determining the boundary 
between the two provinces are out- 
jined and in case of a disagreement, 
a third person to be,appointed by 
President Hoover will make a final 
decision. . 

Chile will deliver to Peru without 
cost all public works already con- 
structed in the ceded territory, while 
the territory itself will be delivered 
to Peru within 30 days of the ex- 
change of ratifications of the treaty. 
The Arica-Tacna Railroad Company 
will remain in the hands of the 
Chilean government. Private rights 
legally acquired in the respective ter- 
ritories will be reciprocally respected. 

Chilean and Peruvian children born 
in the two provinces will retain the 
nationality of their parents until they 
are 21, at which time they may choose 
which nationality they . desire.

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Underworld Believes Rum) Chile Gets Arica in| of Slaying of Wife by 
Baron Knew He Would Agreement

Lake City, Fla., May 17.—(#)— 
Official investigation was ordered by 
Governor Doyle E. Carlton tonight 
into the lynching early today of E. 
R. Romeo, Syrian fish and produce 
merchant, and the fatal wounding of 
his wife during an altercation with 
police late last night. 

Romeo's body, pierced by 13 bu!- 
lets, was found in a ditch two miles 
south of here early today by Spencer 
Colson, farmer boy, after the produce 
merchant had been spirited from the 
small brick city jail by a mob, which 
gained entrance to the building hy 
forcing the front door. His wife died 
about midnight from bullet wounds 
received during an argument’ with 
Chief of Police John F. Baker, who 
also was shot. 

Taking three other officers with 
him, Baker went to Romeo's store 
Thursday afternoon. When the oef- 
ficers entered, Romeo reached behind 
a counter. Thinking the merchaut 
was reaching for a gun, one of the 
officers grabbed him. 

As Romeo was being escorted from 
the store, his wife fired three times, 
one of the bullets. striking Chief 
Baker in the right shoulder, break- 
ing the shoulder blade. His con'li- 
tion. is net serious. 


Pulling his revolver with his left | 


hand, “Chief Bakér shot Mis. Romeo 
in the right sidé, right shoulder and 
left arm. She died in a hospital about 
midnight. 


Sheriff W. B. Douglas said that 
about 4:30 o’elock this morning a 
policeman called him and said that 
Romeo had been lynched. An investi- 
gation immediately was started, but 
tonight no clews had been uncovered. 

Av examination of Romeo's cell in 
the city jail failed to show any marks 
of an instrument having been used 
to pry off the lock. Neither were 
there any filings on the floor, had a 
file been: used to eut the lock. The 
front door of the jail, which had been 
bolted by a small bar, however, had 
been forced. 

Sheriff Douglas and Chief Baker 
declared they had no clew as to the 
identity of any member of the mob 
or its size. 

Two negroes, Joe and John Foster, 
who were in the jail at the time of the 
lynching, were non-committal, declar- 
ing they were drunk when arrested 
last night and that they heard no 
commotion around the building early 
today. 

The coroner's jnry returned a ver- 
dict stuting that Romeo came to his 
death at the hands of unknown par- 
ties. In the case of his wife, the ver- 
dict said she came to her death at 
the hands of Chief Baker, who “shot 
in self-defense.” The verdict recom- 
mended that the officer be absolved 
of all blame. . 

Late today Sheriff Douglas received 
a telegram from the office of Gov- 
ernor Carlton ordering “‘an investiga- 
tion and full repert” of the killings. 


SON-IN-LAW SLAYS

Graf Zeppelin brought us all safely 
back to land tonight. Four of its 


motors were out of order but

Most of those aboard intend to start 
with Dr.

One after another of the motors 
gave out, because they were fatigued. 
They had worked too many hours 
alweady in trial flights and in long 
flights in the early spring over tue 
Mediterranean. : 

All went well at first, but after we 
left the coast of France the motors 
began to splutter and give out. Dr. 
Eckener first thought they could be 
repaired and that we could continue 
on toward America. 

It was 5:50 p. m. 
after we had passed Valencia atd 
were rounding the coast of Spain, 
that Dr. Eckener called the passen- 
gers together and told them the situ- 
ation. He asked them whether they 
preferred to turn back, Most of 
them did, and so the. commander 
turned the nose of the Zeppelin to- 
wurd home. 

Mechanics already had endeavored 
for several hours to get the stalled 
motors working again, but without 
success. 

Dr. Eckener all along was brave 
and courageous. and the morale of 
all aboard remained as high on the 
return journey as it was at the be- 
giuvning. In fact a good proportion 
of those aboard went to bed Thursday 
night and got some sleep. 

Warm food was served for meals 
on the first day but after the engines 
went bad it was impossible to keep 
up eooking and today the lunch was 
a cold one,

‘TTo+ 
day it was housed in the hangar that 
once was the home of the Dixmude, 
giant French dirigible which was lost 
over the Mediterranean with a crew 


of 0. 


‘The silvery dirigible was landed 
with the aid of French troops at 
S:35 p. m., after an all-day battle 
with violent winds whieh had tossed 
the straining ship up and down the 
Rhone river valley with relentless 
fury. 

Iseaping disaster time and again 
under the strong hand of Dr. Eckener, 
the Graf Zeppelin was saved from 
being blown over the Mediterranean 
only at virtually the last moment. 
Had its two remaining motors failed 
in the struggle to bring the drifting 
ship over Toulon it would have been 
swept on out-to sea. 

France Extends Aid. 

The Graf Zeppelin had been in the 
air approximately 40 hours when oit 
was landed at Toulon. It left Fried- 
richshafen at 5:54 a. m., Thursday 
(11:54 p. m. Wednesday e. s. t.) and 
landed here at 8:55 p. m. e. s, t. 

The dirizible, with -18 passengers 
and a crew of 41 men, was landed 
in comparative calm and without in- 
cident, although the ground crew 
which grabbed the ropes dropped from 
the Graf Zeppelin, was inexperienced. 
The French government, which had 
matle every effort to aid the distressed 
craft as it was tossed in the wiad 
throughout the day, had rushed troo 
mt pe to aid volunteers in landing the 
Sip.

Mysterious Yarn. 


Tiere Capone's narrative became 
slightly mystifying. He explained that 
“Bugs” Moran and the other leaders 
had started post haste for Chicago to 
notify their followers of the “peace 
pact” and to direct them to get rid 
of their “gats’ and machine guns. 

But Capone, according to his own 
talk, didn’t hurry so much. He lin- 
gered at the seashore for a day after 
the others had left, then he started 
leisurely by motor car for Philadel- 
phia where he expecetd to take a train 
for Chicago. 

On the way up the White Horse 
pike, about 15 miles from Philadel- 
phia, something happened to his au- 
tomobile, and the man who for years 
has always been able to overcome 
greater obstacles was left belpless on 
the read. His motor car wouldn't go, 
and despite the fact that there are 
scores of busses, taxis, trains, ete., in 
that general vicinity, he was unable 
to move an inch. 


Misses His Train. 


The consequence was that he 
missed the train leaving North Phil- 
adelphia at 3 p. m., on which he had 
made reservations for Chicago. Hav- 
ing missed the train, the motor car 
took on a new lease of life and he 
was able to reach Philadelphia at 
6:50 p. m. two and a half hours 
before he could get another fast train 
for Chicago. Having all this time. 
to while away, he and Cline went to 
a movie at Nineteenth and Mark>t 
streets, about four miles from the sta- 
tion at which they were scheduled to 
take the train. 

Half an hour before train time he 
came out of the movie, with Cline. 
They ran right into the arms of two 
detectives, Creedon and Malone.

What happened then is one of the 
queerest episodes that has been chroi- 
icled in “racketeering” annals. 

Admits Identity. 

“You're Al Capone, aren’t you?” 
said Malone. | 

“Yes,” paid Capone genially, “who 
are you? 

The detectives then, acevrding to 
their stories, each showed Capone a 


police badge, “while keeping their free ; 


hands on their revolvers,” 

“Oh, bulls, eh?’ said Capone, still 
smiling, blandly. “All right, then, 
here’s my gun,’ and he handed over 
a .38 caliber pistol. 

Cline, who was*some paces behind 
Capone, came up, and when he was 
assured by his chief that they were 
“bulls,” he, too, pulled out a pistol 
and politely presented the weapon to 
Thus the two men ac- 
tually handed over voluntarily the 
only evidence of law-breaking that the 
detectives were able to show against 
them. 

Had they kept quiet, and contin- 
ued to conceal their “guns,” it is 
doubtful whether the detectives would 
have taken the chance of lugging 
them off to cells in the city hall. 

With the arrest of Capone and his 
guardian gunman, the underworld as- 
serted that “it was all in fun” and 
that before many hours had elapsed 
the Chicago gang king would “beat 
the rap.” 

Just Another Story. 

To the underworld it was just “an- 
other one of these cases where a good 
bright criminal lawyer would go in, 
and by the aid of habeas corpus and 
a loud voice, tie the law. and the 
police department into numerous 
knots. “Blah,” said the knowing eie- 
ment when they heard that Magistrate 
Edward Carney, at a midnight hear- 
ing held at the direction of the safety 
director, had held Capone and Cline 
in $35,000 bail each, “that: merely 
means that Capone is paying a week- 
end visit to our beautiful city. When's 
his train to leave?’ 

Somehow the Capone legal battery 
didn't function according to expecta- 
tions. His lawyers, Bernard L. Le- 
misch and Cornelius Haggerty, Jr.., 
know all about the writs and processes 
that are commonly used to “spring a 
prison,” but somehow they couldn't 
get started. 

They ran around in the midnight 
rir, making a lot of futile noise, whiie 
Capone, their client, whom they never 
did talk with until he got into court, 
sat in the detective bureau: and dis- 
coursed at great length for the benefit 
of Director Schofield and other police 
chiefs on the-trials and tribulations 
of a gang leader's life. And then came 
the final smash to the “‘dope” of those 
who expected Capone to walk out a 
free man. 

Indictment Returned. 


There was a hurriedly returned in- 
dictment, charging him with carrying 
concealed deadly weapons—-that is the 
pistol he had handed over to the de- 
tectives. ° 

He was immediately taken into the 
criminal branch of the municipal court 
before Judge John E. Walsh. <A jury 
Was drawn—and then Capone and 
Cline wound up the show by entering 
pleas of guilty before a word of evi- 
dence could be produced, Sixteen and 
a half hours after the notorious pair 
had set foot in Philadelphia they were 
cellmates of Moyamensing prison, 
which, from the standpoint of those 
who demand the finer things this life 
affords, is probably the most inhos- 
pitable jail on the eastern coast. 

When the sentence was imposed 
Capone seemed slightly. upset, ° and 
changed color perceptibly. But this 
was to be expected from a man who, 
until that time had been able ta boast 
that he never had served a minute’s 
time in a jail. Throughout the court 
proveedings, Capone took everything 
in. a rather gay-spirited way. He 
seemed rather to be a spectator than 
one of the defendants in the case. 

Sartorially, he was a_ picture of 
what the well-dressed gang leader is 
wearing this spring. He was attired 
in a black suit, with a light pin-stripe 
in it, and wore a tie which matched 
the suit. 

Wears Gray Coat. 

His top coat was of Oxford gray, 
with the edges taped. His white shirt 
was of silk with a somewhat invisible 
flower in the material. His shoes 
were light, yellowish tan, and his hose 
were black with white clocks, His hat 
was soft of light steel color. 

Capone is a stocky man, about 30, 
and is aboyt five feet, nine inches in 
height. He takes the name of “Sear- 
face Al” from three sears, one on his 
neck and two on the left side of his 
face.. Not the least visible of his 
adornments was a diainond ring, which 
he told a spectator in the court weighs 
11 1-2 karats and is worth about 
$50,000. 

In his talk with Director Schofield, 
Capone said that he has been trying 
to get out of the “racketeering game” 
for more than two years, but that it 
has been impossible for him to cut 
away from-his gang, and the parasites 
who prey on gangsters, drawing money 
from them under threats of exposure. 
He admitted that he has ben dodg- 
ing bullets all his life and that he has 
constantly been in jeopardy. He also 
has had fears for the safety of his 
wife and his éleven-year-old boy. 

He intimated that he has been in 
mortal dread since the slaughter of the 
followers of “Bugs” Moran, as it has 


‘been generally understood in Chicago 


police and gang circles that those mur- 
ders were committed by followers of 
Capone, 

Glad of Plight. 


Those who suggest Capone gave 
himself up find some support for their 
theory in a statement made by Mayor 
Harry A. Mackey, after Capone had 
been sent to prison. The mayor said 
he believes that Capone is “glad to be 
in jail.” 

“From reports I have received,” 
said Mr. Mackey, “Capone was really 


running away from a gang which was 


out to. kill him. If he hadn't been 
glad to go to jail I think he would 


i have fought the case to the last.” 


Capone is reported to have had a 


‘} large sum of money in his pockets 


when he was picked up by the detec- 
tives. By some this has been placed 
at $10,000. He is known to be a 
very wealthy man. He is believed to 
have cleaned up at least $2,000,000 
through the operations which his Chi- 
cago gang has conducted during the 
last five or six years. 

In addition to his Chicago home 
on Prairie avenue, he has a white 
marble mansion at Palm Island, near 
Miami, Fla., and recently has been 
reported to be building another house 
on Cranberry Lake, at Couderay, 
Wisconsin.

SABOTAGE CHARGED 
IN WRECK OF GRAF

was landed. The strained faces cof 
passengers at the main gondola win- 
dows and the grim-set but tired face 
of Dr. Eckener told of the great and 
victorious battle which had been 
fought in the clouds over France. 


Passengers Unharmed. 


Only the deep-voiced orders which 
the veteran commander shouted to 
the volunteer ground crew broke the 
Silence of the landing. 

The mighty dirigible, which had 
started on its second trans-Atlantic 
flight to Lakehurst, N. J., and ended 
with a most narrow escape from dis- 
aster, was ‘dragged Half way inside 
the hangar, where it was halted 
while the passengers and crew were 
removed on ladders. Mrs. Mary 
Pierce, of New York, was the only 
woman among the passengers, who 
were granted immunity from the usual 
passport and customs routine. 

The Zeppelin Company at Fried- 
richshafen, Germany, which city the 
dirigible had been attempting to reach 
after abandoning the projected flight 
to America, asked the French govern- 
ment for permission to rush five new 
motors to Toulon by automobile im- 
mediately after they learned of the 
safe landing. 

The request was granted and the 
broken motors, which forced the Graf 
Zeppelin to turn back shortly before 
it reached Gibraltar, will be replaced 
here, | . 

Fourth Landing Attempted. 


Troops and yolunteers had gathered 
at the naval aerodrome—called the 
Cuers aerodrome—some time before 
the Graf Zeppelin appeared. 

The landing here was the fourth 
attempt madé during the day to bring 
the big airship down to earth; Dr. 
Eckener had made two attempts to 
land at Montelimar, when its position 
became most desperate late in the aft- 
ernoon. Both failed because of the 
fierce winds which had thrown the 
dirigible about for hours and con- 
tinued to sweep across the field when 
it was lowered to the earth, 

Another attempt to land at Istres, 
within eight miles of the sea coast, 
before the Graf Zeppelin reached Tou- 
lon, failed when the wind gained new 
fury and blew the ship further south. 

Dr. EKekener, after the landing here, 
said none of the passengers or crew 
had. been injured despite the severe 
buffeting throughout the day. 

The great drama of the Graf Zep- 
pelin’s battle against the winds was 
heightened by the tremendous efforts 
which France—official and unofficial 
—made to aid it throughout the long 
hours of suspense when the craft hov- 
ered only a few hundred feet from 
the ground but far from safety. <A 
decade ago the appearance of a Ger- 
man dirigible over French territory 
was a signal for greatest alarm of 
war times and, instead of carrying 
passengers and freight, the craft of 
war time were laden with deadly 
bombs. 

.Woman Passenger Disappointed.. 

The Graf Zeppelin’s battle against 
fierce gales began under cloudy skies 
early Friday morning as it was mak- 
ing slow headway back to its home 
port at Friedrichshafen. 

Mrs. Mary Pierce, of New York, the 
only woman aboard, was the mést dis- 
appointed passenger, according to a 
radio message to the United News 
from Maurice Nathan, of New York, 
who .was. a passenger. Nathan said 
the dirigible was treveling slowly. 

The dirigible had been in the air 
12 hours and 40 minutes “when the 
decisiqgn to turn back was reached. 
When it retraced its route to the 
Rhone river, it had been aloft ap- 
proximately 24 hours—having left 
Friedrichshafen at dawn Thursday— 
and had traveled in the neighborhood 
of 1,200 to 1,300 miles. The distance 
probably was increased somewhat by 
the circuitous route which Dr. Eck- 
ner followed. 

Battling gamely against headwinds 
which, raced down the Rhone valley, 
the dirigible started a mighty battle 
which was to last all day and which 
more than once appeared to be turn- 
ing against the “biggest thing that 
flies’ and the 59 persons aboard. 

The gray-haired pilot—Eckener— 
was facing the greatest struggle of 
his long career, a struggle which was 
to eall forth every bit of determina- 
tion and of the great skill which he 
had built up on three trans-Atlantic 
flights as commander of a dirigible 
and on many shorter tours. 


Waits for Permission. 


Having asked by radio for permis- 
sion to return over French territory, 
Dr. Eckener attempted to follow the 
same route he had taken on the out- 
bound voyage.. He cruised slowly off 
Cette in the Gulf of Lions until For- 
eign Minister Briand assured him of 
permission to cross France and then

der the most perilous conditions faced 
the dirigible’s commander. 

For 20 minutes the tiraf Zeppelin 
was, stalled over Bellegarde in the 
face of an increasing wind and final- 
to move at an angle 
away from the valley at about 10 
miles an hour. Dr. Eckener appeared, 
however, to be handhing the craft in 
magnificent manner and managed to 
turn and flv over Nimes, heading 
slowly and with evident struggle for 
Vaignon shortly after 10 a. m. 

Tempest Increases. 

See-sawing weaklv in the wind, the 
dirigible made its way up the Rhone 
at an altitude of 300 feet, over Mon- 
telimar and on to Valence, which it 
reached at 3:05 p. m., moving at a 
snail's pace and in difficulty,  al- 
though Dr, Eckener at that time ia- 
formed the government he was in n> 
need of immediate assistance. He 
was zigzagging the: big craft to take 
advantage of the wind rather than 
buek it. 

The tempest was growing and the 
peril of the dirigible had become 
greater than ever. It was tossed 
about like a toy balloon, it was swunz 
from side to side and turned con 
pletely around in the air-—fighting 
back weakly like a great, exhausted 
animal,

With the inauguration Friday of 
the foreign air mail Route Ne. 9 to 
the western coast of South America, 
the latest link was ferged in the chain 


bringing the two continents in this 
hemisphere more closely together and 
Atlanta's position as the air gateway 
to the south even more firmly estab- 
lished. : 

Beginning their southern trip from 
Miami, planes will continue to ply 
between Key West and Havana, and 
from this point will branch out, one 
to the east through Santa Clara, 
Camaguey, Santiago and on to San 
Juan and Porto Rico, and now the 
new route to the west through Cristo- 
bal. Canal Zone, Esmeralda. and 
Guayaquil, in Ecuador. and Talara, 
Truxillo, Lima and Mollendo in Peru. 

Planes took off Friday from Cris- 
tobal, Canal Zone, and Mollendo, 
Peru, to start the new service offi- 
cially, and additional service will be 
provided to Colombia and Chile as 
soon as the necessary arrangements 
have been completed by the Pan- 
American-Grace Airways, an Amert- 
can concern, which is operating the 
route, 

The start of this new service not 
only puts Atlanta in direct contact 
with a large portion of South Ameri- 


ca, but means that a large percentage 
of all air mail from the United States 
for South America must pass through 
here on its way to Miami, where it 
will be dispatched along the new 
route, 

The present schedule calls for one 
round trip a week, planes to leave 
Cristobal and Mollendo every Friday, 
allowing four days’ flying time each 
way, and’ making connections at 
Cristobal with planes from Atlanta 
and Miami.

At an open meeting sponsored by 
the Atlanta Federa*ion of Women’s 


Clubs at Henry Grady hotel last 
Thursday morning Dr. George, chair- 
man of the commis:‘ion of mental 
health, of Massachusetts, under whose 
supervision comes eight state-owned 
institutions for treatment of nervotrs 
disorders, outlined the development, 
operation and results of the system 


employed by Massachusetts in combat- 


ting the increasing problem of men- 
tal and nervous diseases. Georgia 
Federation of Women’s Clubs has for 
four years urged the passage of a 
bill providing a psychiatric depart- 
ment to the state prison system, 
which at the last Session of the ler- 
islature met with no opposition, but 
failed to reach maturitv for want of 
time. This bill will probably be be- 


fore the general assembly in June, 
and it was to add impetus to its 
passage that the meeting was ar- 
ranged. 

Dr. Cline stated that he was not 
in position to pass judgment on what 
the state of Georgia is doing to pre- 
vent nervous disorders or to rehabi- 
litate victims of mental and nervous 
diseases, but that, in his opinion, 
Massachusetts was making no mistake 
in spending cents ef every dol- 
lar of tax money ior this purpose, 
since 24 people out of every 100 re-' 
ceive treatm:n* at some time in their . 
lives at institutions for nervous dis- 
orders, which, if negelected would 
cost the state more thn it does to 
train and treat them. Dr. Cline is 
a past president of the American Psy- 
chiatric Association, and was in at- 
tendance on the convention of that 
organization, which was held in At- 
lanhta during the past week.

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1928 COTTON -CROP 
ESTIMATE REVISED

Washington, May 18.—(\—The 
department of agriculture, in revised 
estimates of the cotton crop of 1928 
today reported totat production for 
the year was 14,478,000 bales of 500 
pounds gross weight. 

The census bureau also revised iis 
ginnings report for the year showing 
a total of 14,477,874 bales of 500 
pounds gross weight ginned up to May 
17, 1929. 

The department reported that out 
of an area of 46,946.000 acres 45. o41,- 
OOO acres were picked. The average 
yield of lint cotton picked per acre 
during the year was 15°? OuNndS, 

Reductions in cotton view per acre 
due to various causes was reported to 
have been 36.4 per cent of a normal 
or full crop. In 1927 the reported re- 
auction was 38.5 per cent and in 1! 6 
was 20.5 per cent. 

The report said the principal cause 
of damage in 1928 was the boll 
weevil, the reported loss averaging 
14.1 per cent for the cotton belt prop- 
er. This figure was somewhat below 
the JS8.5 per cent reported for 1927 
but above every other year since 


The next most important cause of 
damage, the department announced, 
was excessive moisture. Damaged at- 
tributed to excessive moisture was 7.2 
per cent, compared with 4.9 per cent 
in 1927. Damage attributed to defi- 
cient moisture was 4.4 per cent com- 
pared with 6.4 per cent in 19° 
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Silk.

New York, May 17.—(/)-——More fa- 
vorable weather reports and prospects 
for warmer temperatures in the south 
seemed chiefly responsible for declines 
from a slight opening advance in cot- 
ton today. July sold off from 18.77 
to 18.55, or 14 points below yester- 
days closing, under liquidation or re- 
selling, but trade interests were buyers 
on the declines and part of the loss 
was recovered. July closed at 18.65 
or 10 points up from the lowest, with 
the general market closing steady at 
net losses of 4 to 8S points. 

The opening was steady at an ad- 
vance of 6. points to a decline of 1 
point, generally 3 to 6 points higher 
in response to the relatively steady 
showing of Liverpool and bullish pri- 
vate crop advices from the southwest. 
May sold up to 19.56 and December 
to 18.86 on this early demand, but the 
buying was in comparatively small 
volume and prices soon turned easier 
under realizing. The selling became a 
little more active after the publica- 
tion of the official forecasts calling 
for clondy to partly cloudy weather 
with local showers but somewhat 
higher temperatures over the belt. 
Some selling for western account was 
also reported, apparently influenced 
by weakness in grain, 

The market was rather unsettled 
during the middle of the afternoon. 
May declined to 19.33 and December 
io 18.65 making net losses of about 
14 to 17 points but trade demand was 
a little wore active at these figures, 
and closing quotations showed reeov- 
eries of 9 to 10 points from the lowest 
on covering. Crp advices from Texas, 
mentioned as a factor at the opening 
reported beneficial rains in northwest 
Texas but said north and east Texas 
and much of central Texas had re- 
eeived torrential rain during the week 
which had caused considerable injury.
